The writings of Theodore Roosevelt 


are about to be reissued by Gebble & 
Co., the Philadelphia art publishers, 
at the highest price ever asked for any 
publications of the kind in this coun- 
try. 
The writings comprising every- 


thing ever issued by Mr. Roosevelt in 
book form, are being published in four 
editions, of twenty-two volumes each, 
ranging in price from 13,300 the set to 
1385. 
Only 1,226 sets In all will be 


distributed through aubscription, and 
already, before any of the volumes are 
ready for distribution, nearly all are 
void. 


Only twenty-six sets of the author's 


edition are to be printed. 
They are 


Bold at J3.300, which is $150 a volume. 
Each volume contains the president's 
•ifnuture. 
They are quarto in size, 


printed on feather-weight hand-mado 
paper, each bearing in water murk the 
president's sigeature. 
There 
are 


eighty-eight etchings and photograv- 
ures, printed in duplicate, and many 
of the prints signed by the artist. 


Next in order of expense and sump- 


tuousness comes the collector's edition 
of fifty sets, at $1'.200 the net. similar 
to the former, suve that the signatures 
are facsimiles and the binding grfvn 
levant instead of red. 


Then comes the edition de luxe In 


two aeries, one of 130 sots, at $1,100 the 
set, and the other of 350 sets, at $eni), 
the former bound in 
full 
crushed 


levant, in blue, and the latter in three- 
quarter levant. 
The cheapest edi- 


tion, which might be called the popular 
edition, will cost S3S.1. or $17.50 tho 
volume, and Is bound In half morocco, 
•with gold-veined sides. 


Few persons realize the amount of

GOOD THINGS TO EAT. 


New Thing* in Desserts for Experi- 


mental Housewives. 


Half a dozen simple desserts for the 


young housekeeper, who likes to try 
new things: 


Cream Diplomate.—Whip one pint of 


sweet, fieam very stiff. Sweeten to 
taste and add three stalks of ginger, 
cut UK small as possible, a quarter of 
an ounce of dissolved ginger and a 
large glass of sherry. 
Beat all to- 


gether and put in a mold In a cool 
place. When stiff, turn over and serve. 


Cream Toats.—Beat well into a pint 


of milk one egg. In this Boak some 
thick slices of stale bread, sprinkle 
powdered sugar on each side of the 
slices and try in butter until light 
brown. Serve with 
a melted winter 


sauce. 


Fig Pudding.—Half a pound of dried 


fiKK, half a pound 
of 
dried 
bread 


crumbs, half a pound of beef suet, two 
eggs and four ounces of sugar. Soa 
the figs in hot water until soft; strai 
the water and chop the figa very fin. 
with the suet, crumbs and sugar. When 
thoroughly mixed and chopped, ad 
the twp eggs beaten until very light 
Pour into a buttered mold and boil fo 
four hours. Serve with wine sauce. 


Rice Cream.—Boil six ounces of ric 


in three cups of cream and a pinch o 
salt until tender. Then mix with It hal 
an ounce of gelatine 
which has been 


soaked in cold water; when it is wel 
mixed remove it from the fire and add 
the beaten yolks of six eggs, four ta- 
blespoonfuls of sugar and. when cold 
one glass of sherry and the -whites o 
the eggs beaten to a stiff froth; pour 
into a mold and place on Ice to ge 
firm. 
Serve on a glass dish and gar- 


nish with macaroons. 


Banana Float.—Place in a saucepan 


one quart of milk, half a tablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch, half a cup of sugar 
and the yolks of four eggs; set 
the 


pan in a pot of boiling water and stir 
over the flre until nearly .boiling; re- 
move at once; pour Into a dish and 
add one teaspoonful of lemon extract 
When cold, stir into the custard half a 
dozen sliced bananas; beat the whites 
of the eggs to a stiff froth, mix with a 
little powdered sugar, cover the cus- 
tard with the meringue and garnish 
with lady fingers. 


Apples With Cream.—Peel, core and 


quarter half a dozen large tart apples; 
boil in a rich sugar syrup until ten- 
der, but not broken. Place in a. glass 
dish, boil the syrup a little longer and 
then pour over the apples. When cold, 
cover with a thin layer of red currant 
jelly, and over all put a thick layer of 
whipped cream sweetened with sugar.

BRAVE OLD MAXIM COGAN. 


How a Nobleman's Secret Enriched the 


Son of Gallant Soldier. 


Under the genoial head of superla- 


ti\cs should como tho name of Maxim 
Gogan, who died at 
Cotagne, 
New- 


Brunswick, icccntly at the age of 108 
years and 1 months. His grandfather 
tought with Montcalm on the Plains 
of Abraham, and wfion tho city sur- 
icndered to Wolfe 
loaded a. 
small 


schooner with plate ana jowpls and 
\\ith a few others set sail for France. 
Tlic schooner was \viceked off the coast 
of New Biunswick, and Gogan swam 
ashoie, carrying on his back the Count 
d'Hautcrevo, to whom ho acted as body 
servant until the nobleman's death, in 
1769. 
Before he died tho count told 


Gopran specifically 
about 
the great 


ihhes whlrh had pone down, with the 
schooner, and 
described particularly 


throe large boxes filled with gold coins. 


This story was h»ruled down from 


father to sun in the Gogan family, and 
on tho day of the great pqulnootlal gale 
—Hppt. 23, 1S3S—Maxim Gogan, then 
44 years old, found two of the lost 
boxes along- the shore of the gulf. No- 
borly could ever find out from this 
lucky man how much these boxes con- 
tained; but, as he never worked after 
that year, and dr.mk for more than 
sixty years a quart of brandy and a 
pint of extra diy champagne every 
day, and has bequeathed •* considerable 
foitune, it i<! believed thnt those boxea 
must have held fully $250,000. He has 
left eight chiKlrcn, all of whom are 
living ki luxury and surrounded by 
children and grandchildren. Maxim <3o- 
g.in spent mo&t of his time in the open 
air, going fiom pi ice to place to in- 
spect the woik on bis faims and in his 
factories. Until he was 80 years old he 
could lift a l.uger lo.id than any man 
ho h,id ever met. Last April, when he 
was 108 years of age, he walked to tho 
spring in the rear of his, house, and, 
holding his full weight on his hands 
and toes, drank from tho pool without 
letting his knees touch the ground.

England aie Germans or the sons of 
German Immigrants is well known, but 
that the nchest man In tho world is of 
Got man descent—ami not very i emote 
cithfr—!s i< bithf-r o unrecognized fact 
which the kaiser claims to have proved 
by official documents. An ancestor of 
John D. Rockefeller, the Amcilcan oil 
king, left Wiesbaden, the home of his 
am estors, in the reign ot Queen Anne 
and migrated to Ii eland to work upon 
the estate of an English lanJIord at a 
wage of about 1 l-4d a day. Then the 
mllllonuiie's great-grandfather found 
Ireland uncongenial and escaped to 
America as soon as he tould get away 
from such a stepmotherland.

the Christmas time comes again 
I shall think of Consul Emma 
Booth-Tucker of the Salvation 
Army distributing baskets and 


blessings to the poor and lowly on Dec. 
25. In connection with that scene some- 
how always comes to me the thought 
of the redemption of the race and of 
Jesus of Nazareth feeding 5,000 hungry 
ones with miraculous loaves and flshes, 
albeit the loaves and flshes Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker dispenses are not the least mi- 
raculous, and, what is more, not a few 
of them are provided by wealthy and 
kindly men and women of the Hebrew 
faith. It is something that could hard- 
ly happen outside of the United States 
—Jews aiding generously to provide In 
honor of the birthday of the Founder 
of the Christian faith a dinner to be 
distributed by the heads of the Salva- 
tion Army to 25,000 hungry people of all 
races, all colors, all religions and many 
of no religion at all. 


In the largest cities of the Union this 


annual Salvation Army Christmas din- 
ner has place. For weeks before the 
25th of December at street corners in 
the most crowded thoroughfares are 
earthenware pots hung upon cross 
sticks in imitation of gypsy cooking 
pots. A wire netting is over each so as 
not to tempt weak brethren to snatch 
its contents. The meshes of the net- 
ting are large enough to permit bank- 
notes and all sizes of silver coins being 
slipped within them. Upon a placard 
above the pot are inscribed the words, 
"Keep the Pot Boiling." A gentle, blue 
uniformed sister in scoop bonnet stands 
guard over the pot, or sometimes in the 
busiest or toughest localities it may be 
two men Salvation Army soldiers. This 
is the Army's unique method of appeal- 
Ing to the public to help it give a din- 
ner to from 10,000 to 30,000 hungry per- 
sons on Christmas day. 


The 
public 
responds 
generously. 


Probably one-sixth of all the persons 
who pass those pots contribute from 
one copper cent upward to "keep the 
pot boiling." 
I have looked into the 


receptacles and seen them sometimes a 
quarter full. Then it is the part of wis- 
dom to empty them and begin over 
again. 


In New York no building except Mad- 


ison Square Garden is large enough to 
hold the Salvation Army diners and 
basket guests. It is there Mrs. Emma 
qg|)th-Tucker may be found on Christ- 
mas, when she is not out of the city on 
Army affairs. Weeks before Christmas 
morning Army soldiers have been pre- 
paring for these dinners. The cooked 
feast is served in the evening. In tne 
early part of the day baskets of eat- 
ables, uncooked, are distributed to the 
just and the unjust. A stream of hu- 
manity that begins to gather by 8 
o'clock pours into one door and passes 
out the opposite one, each person car- 
rying a basket containing food ample 
for four persons—a fowl, vegetables, 
fruit and some cake or candy. It is a 
dinner good enough for your family or 
mine, reader, yet some of those who re- 
ceive it grumble audibly because it is not 
already cooked! Some folk are hard to 
please. The long procession of the hun- 
giy winds around Madison Square Gar- 
den for a block and a half each way, 
north and south. It is composed large- 
ly of women and children. 
To their 


credit, ablebodied men are somewhat 
ashamed to form part of the doleful 
double file, unless pushed hard for food. 
Among the women are now and then 
the most awful specimens of their sex 
this earth holds—female outcasts, with 
bruised and blackened eyes ami cuts 
upon their poor, degraded faces. 
Im- 


mediately behind one of these will per- 
haps be a slender woman with face so 
thickly veiled that her own mother 
would not know her. She is neatly, but 
not warmly, dressed. She receives her 
basket with downcast head and hurries 
past. She feels as mean as If she had 
been caught stealing. She is a sensi- 
tive, respectable woman, that day din- 
nerless. 
Plainly she has been well 


brought up and used to plenty. Some- 
how ehe sets the spectator of this 
strange scene to wondering whether an 


empty cupboard will ever stare him in 
the face on Christmas day. 


In the center- of the great inclosure 


stand usually Commander and Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker and their aids. There 
seems a radiant atmosphere about the 
spot where Emma Booth-Tucker stands. 
Those 4,000 baskets are largely deliv- 
ered to the recipients with her own 
hands. 
Long, delicate, frail looking 


hands they are, yet there are blessing 
and power and magic In their touch. 
This lall, slight woman with the golden 
brown hair looks so fragile that a wind 
might blow her away, yet for three 
hours she stands and deals out dinners 
and blessings. As she gives the baskets 
she has a good word for each person, 
and her voice is musical and thrilling! 
To one she murmurs "Merry Christ- 
mas,;' to another "Happy New Year," 
to another, an old and trembling wom- 
an, "God bless you, mother!" Tears 
are In the old woman's- eyes as she 
passes ou with her precious Christmas 
dinner. 
Then the radiant soul that 


blessed her gives a basket to the next, 
the toughest, most battered looking 
wreck in all that motley throng, and 
tells him God loves him. 


Looking at Emma Booth-Tucker, you 


certainly know at last that there is a 
beauty transcending earthly 
comeli- 


ness, and you see it here. Her asso- 
ciates of the Salvation Army feel it, 
too, and love and reverence are in their 
manner when they come near her. 


This lady, the second daughter of 


General William and Mrs. Catherine 
Booth, was appointed by her father as 
consul of the Salvation Army in Amer- 


with his wife, Catherine, the inspirer of 
the gieat Salvation Army. 


Catherine Booth was herself a. preach- 


er, and she dpsired all her daughters to 
be preacheis also. Emma, the second, 
is perhaps the most\eloquent and in- 
spiring of the gifted Booth family. 
When she was seventeen, she preached 
her hrst sermon, and five converts an- 
swered to ber fervid appeal. In those 
days her mother said once to a vast 
congregation 
who begged 
to 
hear 


Emma speak again, "Pray for her; she 
is nervous." But no nervousness was 
apparent to the audiences who listened 
to her. To them the power of the Spirit 
was in her voice; it flashed in her eye, 
it vibrated in her magnetic touch. The 
illuminated enthusiasm of her girlhood 
is with her still. 


In 1888 in the largest Salvation Army 


hall in London, in the presence of 15,000 
persons. Emma Moss Booth was mar- 
ried to Frederic St. George de Lautour 
Tucker, who in 1881 had resigned a 
promising and brilliant career in the 
British Indian civil service to Join the 
Salvation Army because he thought 
the Lord called him. Before that time 
the favorite sport of Frederic Tucker 
had been hunting and killing things. 


After her marriage Emma Booth- 


Tucker went with her husband to India 
to further that Salvation Army work 
which he had already inaugurated. 
The better to reach the poor and the 
lowly among the Hindoos the pair 
adopted the native costume and lived 
among

people.

Booth 


walked barefoot 
with her husband 


through India, preaching, teaching and 
living the gospel she believed in. In 
1896 they came to the United States. 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker is the mother of 
several children.

When Charles M. Taylor. Jr., spilled 


his creatn pitcher on his lunch table, 
over two years ago. he muttered some- 
thing under his breath, but the peculiar 
actions of that cream on his tablecloth 
aroused his curiosity and set him to 
making experiments, says the Inter- 
Ocean. 
The result is an Invention for 


making butter by absorption, without 
the aid of a churn or physical labor. 


When he wants butter now he takes 


a tin pan, puts in some absorbent cloth 
and a piece of blotting paper, pours in 
a quart of cream, and puts the whole 
in the refrigerator over night. 
In the 


morning he opens the refrigerator and 
flnJs over a pound of pure, fresh but- 
ter ready for his breakfast table. The 
story of his discovery is one of the 
most remarkable in the history of in- 
vention. 


Over two years ago Mr. Taylor had 


his servant prepare him a luncheon in 
his studio in Walnut street. 


He was busy and preoccupied, and 


so, when, in reaching for a biscuit, he 
knocked the cream pitcher over with 
his sleeve, he simply net the pitcher 
right again and decided to leave the 
cleaning of the tablecloth to his ser- 
vant. 


He went on eating nnd thinking, and 


had almost finished his lunch, when he 
noticed that the cloth had absorbed 
most of the moisture from the cream 
and had left a thick semi-solid white 
matter that looked like cheese. When 
he saw what the cream had done, he 
took a little of the white matter on 
tho end of his knife and examined it 
carefully. 


"It looks like butter," he muttered to 


himself. He tasted it. "I believe it is 
butter," he said. Then ho began to 
reason it out. He knew that the but- 
ter was the f.itty substance of the 
(-•ream, left after the moisture had been 
extracted. Then he began to experi- 
ment. He tried several kinds of cloth 
and blotting paper, and had a partial 
success with each. He has now com- 
pleted hla apparatus to his entire sat- 
isfaction. The pans are 9 inches by 15 
inches, and arc somewhat over an inch 
In depth. 


The absorbent cloth is a specially 


made toweling; so woven that the folds 
are clearly marked. When this cloth 
is folded it makes four thicknesses In 
the bottom of the pan. Over that tho 
blotting paper is placed. This Is so 
folded that it makes a little pan of it- 
self and holds the cream. It is about 
a half inch 
deep. When these two 


things are placed in the pan everything 
Is ready for butter making. 


All that then remains to be done is 


to pour in as much cream us is wanted 
and set it In the refrigerator over 
night. In the morning it is taken out 
and, 
instead of the cream, there Is a 


layer of pure, fresh butter about .1 
half inch thick. 
Then you simply take 


the blotting paper out of the pan and 
—the butter rolls off ready for break- 
fast. 


Tho advantages which Mr. Ta.ylor 


claims for his Invention are: 


No expensive outfit required. 
About fourteen ounces of butter can 


bo made from one quart of cream. 


Little labor. Nature does the churn- 


ing.
